YERKES NAMED. 



Kentucky Republicans Nomi- 
nate a Gubernatorial 
Candidate. 



Adopted Platform Declaring Ooe- 
bel Election Law the Issue 
And Adjourned. 



Louisville. Ky., July 17.— The 
Republican State Convention to- 
day nominated for Governor Hon. 
John W. Verk%s. of Danville, adopt- 
ed a platform declaring the issue 
of vhe election to be the Goebel 
election law and adjourned within 
three hours. 

There were some anti-Goebel 
Democrat* in the convention, but 
as to how many figures differ. In 
the Shelby county delegation there 
were according to a statement made 
from the platform, nineteen Demo- 
crats. A feature of the speeches 
was that they all paid tributes to 
what the Democratic party h; 
done in the past, though they u 
sparingly denounced the present 
Democratic State Administration 
and the Democratic Legislature, 
indicating a purpose \o welcome 
into the Republican party all Dem 
ocrats who are opposed tothe Goe 
bel election law. 

There was no nomination to be 
made by this convention except for 
Governor, as this year's election in 
Kentucky is an extraordinary one 
to (ill the vacancy in the governor- 
ship made by the death of Wm. 
Goebel. The present Governor, 
Beckham, will hold thi-> office only 
until his successor is elected and 
qualifies, unless he should himself 
be elected Governor. 

Hon. John VV. Yerkes, tne no 
nee for Governor, is a lawyer i 
one of the most prominent Repu 
cans in Kentucky, He is at pi 
ent a collector of internal reven 
but before holding this place had 
not been an office holder. He 
a. strong candidate for the United 
States Senate when Senator Deboe 
was elected. Mr. Taylor announc 
ed that he would not be a candi 
date for re-election, and Mr. Yerkes 
announced himself as a candidate 
and no other name has since bet 
mentioned for the place.

The birthplace of the Presidents 
re divided among the State 
.Hows: Six have come, from Vir- 
ginia, five from Ohio, three from 
New York, two each from Massa- 
chusetts and North Carolina, and 
one each from New Jersey, Ken- 
lucky, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Pennsylvania and Tennessee. 

As to the Christian n.mies, there 
have been four Jameses, three Johns, 
two Andrews, two Williams and 
one George. Thomas, Martin, 
Zachary. Millard, Franklin, Abra- 
ham, Ulysses. Rutherford, Cheater, 
Grover ana Benjamin. Fourteen 
of them had no middle names and 
jue ol them was namec in honor of 
ay previous President — a tact 
hich shows how sadly futile it is 
. name a baby boy after a Pn si- 
dent in the hope that he may .also 
row up and get there. 
All our Presidents have been 
married men at the time of their 
election save three— Vau Buren, 
Buchanan and Cleveland. 

Washington was the first Presi- 
dent to die and the only one to die 
in the eighteenth century. At his 
death Adams, Jefferson, Madison, 
Monroe, the second Adams, Jack- 
Vanburen, the first Harrison, 
Tyler, Polk, Taylor and Buchanan 
ere all living. 

Among the curious coincidences 
the Presidential office we may 
mention the deaths of John Adams 
and Thomas Jefferson on the same 
day— July 4, 1826. In no other sub- 
sequent year have two Presidents 
dfed. Grant and Hayes were the 
only two Presidents born in the 
same year. Garfield was born in 
the same year that Monroe died. 
None of our Presidents have died 
out of the conntry, though Taylor 
died at Richmond while Virginia 
considered herself out of the Uuion. 
Only one President, John Adams, 
has had a son elected to the office, 
and only one, William Henry Har- 
rison, Baa had a grandson chosen 
to fill :t. 

Two ex-Presidents are now liv- 
ing— Grover Cleveland and Benja- 
min Harrison. The graves of their 
predecessors are as widely sepa- 
rated as the States that gave them 
..birth. All of our departed Presi- 
dents lived to a good old age ex- 
cept Garfield and Lincoln, who 
were assassinated. Eleven ol them 
lived well on into the seventies, 
while John Adams lived to be 91, 
Madison to be 85, Jefferson 83, and 
Van Buran 80. 

A curious fact suggestive of the 
youth of our country is that our 
sixth President, John Ouincy Ad- 
am-., w ho died in 1818, personally 
knew every President who preced- 
ed him as well us two who lollowed 
him, and might have seen, if he had 
been jilted with lore-knowledge 
and had cared to lake the journey, 
all the Presidents who have suc- 
ceeded him to the present time, in- 
cluding Mr. McKinley.

rain and a serious damage to 
wheat and other crops, while east 
or it with a few exceptions the past 
month has been seasonable. 

The estimate of this department 
June 1st was for three fourths of an 
rage wheat crop. There has 
i lo.ss in the western section anil 
i in the eastern section, one 
y nearly offsetting the other. 
The estimate for twenty-two coun- 
ties from Daviess west was 80 per 
cent, of an average crop June 1st, 
which must he reduced to 6 9 per. 
July 1st. This is due to continued 
raing during the month. Corn and 
tobacco have suffered also and con- 
dition of both is lowered because of 
inability of farmers to cultivate the 
ground to keep down the weeds and 
grass. 

In the eastern section, with few 
exceptions, conditions have been 
reversed and all reports show im- 
provement in wheat except in a few 
places where it was injured by fly. 
The greater part of the Burley to- 
bacco crop is grown in this part of 
the State and all reports indicate an 
increased acreage as well as □ 
high average condition. The re. 
ports indicate generally healthy 
condition of live stock and littledis- 
ease of a contagious nature, 
herd of cattle in Hickman county is 
under suspicion of contagion and 
will receive the attention of tbt 
State Board of Health. The con 
ditionofthe fruit crop varies ac- 
cording to neighborhood from which 
received. On the whole, though 
reports indicate rather poor pros- 
pect for apples, pears and peaches 
and about an average crop 
grapes, with complaint of 
which may yet reduce the yield. 

As an example of the extreme of 
damage in the western section, wt 
quote from a note sent by the cor 
respoudent in McCracken county 
"The outlook for crops was never 
so gloomy in this county since I can 
remember. Older beads than mine 
say the same. Continued rains, 
amounting at timee to floods, since 
the fifth of June, have reduced the 
outlook for a general all-round crop 
from the brightest I ever saw to th<

A firing squad was told off and 
while the little allied force stopped 
and beat off with gun fire the Chi- 
nese horde that surrounded it, in- 
side its lines an act of mercy was 
performed as the tiring squad car 
ried out its orders. 

A few merciful volleys from the 
rifles in the hands of friends and 
the harassed expedition was re- 
lieved of its burden of wounded 
the fanatical Chinese horde was 
cheated of victims for its torturt 
and the sufferings and fears of the 
unfortunates were brought to an 
end in an .honorable death under 
their own flag. 

The British and American forces 
are brigaded together on the west 
side of the town; the Germans and 
Japanese on the south side; 
French and Russians on the north 
and a force of Cossacks hold the 
east side. 

Scouts report that Imperial Chi- 
nese troops have arrived from Pe- 
kin well equipped and with many 
guns.
